Problem With Asterisks 


Note from the November news bulletin 
of the Bloodhorse Breeders’ Association 
of Australia: 

“In Victoria the two principal 
handicaps. the Caulfield and Melbourne 
Cups. were won by New Zealand horses. 
Rising Fast. by Alonzo, and Toparoa. by 
Massowa. In fact. New Zealand horses 
filled all places in both important races, 
which emphasizes the difference in policies 
between New Zealand and Australian rac- 
ing clubs. 


“Your committee, to counter this. is 
endeavouring to influence the principal 
racing clubs to include more distance races 
in their programmes. Although — the 
revenue from the tote may diminish 
temporarily. we feel that within six months 
the fields will be augmented sufficiently 
to justify this approach. We also feel that 
the public will respond with added interest 
to the longer races. The Victorian Rac- 
ing Club. we understand. have decided to 
put on longer two-year-old races towards 
the end of the season... .”

OREGON 
Going to the Dogs 


One of Oregon’s 3 Thoroughbred tracks 
was done away with this week when the 
Multnomah County Fair announced plans 
to replace horse racing with dog racing in 
1956. The fair, which is held at Gresham, 
Ore.. a few miles from Portland, annually 
has had a 9-day Thoroughbred meeting 
in early August. usually after the close 
of the Portland Meadows meeting. 

The fair board said that it had obtained 
options on a 170-acre site near Wood 
Village. Ore., also near Portland. and that 
a dog track would be built there next 
year. Although the fair probably will be 
held again in Gresham. there will be no 
horse racing there, since the 5-furlong 
track will be shortened to 495 yards for 
dog racing. 

For several years the Multnomah Kennel 
Club has conducted a long meeting of dog 
racing each summer at the Multnomah 
Civic Stadium in Portland. This meeting 
will be moved to Wood Village next year. 
and another meeting will be conducted at 
the Gresham fair. As soon as money is 
available. the entire fair will be moved to 
Wood Village. The kennel club has agreed 
to pay the fair board one per cent of the 
gross mutuel handle at the Wood Village 
meeting, with a gurantee of $50,000. This 
year the dog meeting handled $14.526.876. 


FLORIDA 
Member of the 400 


Miami. A kind of hysteria gripped the 
fans during the first week of the Miami 
season at Tropical Park. The culprit was 
a 23-year-old West Virginian, Willie Har- 
tack, the nation’s leading jockey. whom 
players backed recklessly every time he 
came out in quest of his 400th victory of 
the year. 

The excitement mostly faded out when 
young Hartack finally made the grade on 
December 3. Willie had had to sweat it 
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out. losing on his first 5 mounts of the 
day. Then. some of the enjoyment of the 
actual attainment was wiped out for Har- 
tack. when he received news of a suspen- 
sion by the stewards before he went on 
the track with Athena. the horse which 
gave him his 400th marker. 

Thé 10-day suspension was the result 
of a rough ride on the second-place 
Grafton Street in a race on the previous 
day. Even if he could have ridden in 
every race until the end of the year. Har- 
tack had little chance to equal the record 
of 485 winners established by Willie Shoe- 
maker in 1953. Shoemaker was the first 
to crack the 400 barrier, Hartack the 
second, 

Since his suspension will run through 
December 15. Hartack may call it quits 
for the closing 2 weeks of the 1955 sea- 
son. He was a little disgruntled about 
the penalty. “I’m tired.” he said. “I may 
not ride any more this year.” 

After pondering that remark. Willie 
added: “Maybe I'll change my mind. I'll 
ride for trainer Norman Corbin, who got 
me started. Ill probably feel better about 
it in a few days.”

The players, too, were unhappy about 
Hartack’s suspension, since they had 
flocked to his mounts with rare confi- 
dence. Nothing like him had come along 
since Coca-Cola.

What kind of a lad is Hartack? Person- 
able. modest. and keenly interested in 
what he is doing. But any day he doesn’t 
ride a winner it is best to stay far, far 
away from him: he becomes hard to 
handle. like a kid without candy. 

Hartack is no stylist in the saddle. In 
fact. he is awkward-looking. If you did 
not know it was Willie. you would think 
you were seeing the crudest of appren- 
tices. Hartack bobs up and down on his 
seat like a bouncing ball. shocking those 
who are uncompromising sticklers for 
style. 

Remember. however, that the experts 
some years back were belittling the awk- 
ward styles of Johnny Longden and John- 
ny Adams. Hartack began riding in the 
fall of 1952. and already he has a total 
of 1,109 winners. 

The Tropical stewards, in suspending 
Hartack, showed no favoritism. They 
easily could have overlooked the lad’s 
slight infraction of the rules, since he 
was the biggest gate attraction on hand, 
but they treated him just as they did 5 
other riders during the first week of the 
meeting. The stewards are William Almy 
Jr.. Dr. J. Garland Catlett. and Dr. W. W. 
Davis. who is representing the Florida 
State Racing Commission. 


Business Good 


The season got off in fine style, show- 
ing appreciable gains in betting and at- 
tendance. This could very well prove to 
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be the greatest racing season since the 
adoption of mutuels in the Sunshine State. 
Everywhere there are unmistakable signs 
of boomish trends— at the dog tracks, 
stores, shops, theaters, motels, night clubs, 
hotels, etc. The amazing growth of this 
area during the past couple of years has 
mushroomed Greater Miami’s permanent 
population close to the 1.000.000 mark. 

Saul Silberman, Tropical’s president. 
expects gains of 6 per cent this winter; 
Eugene Mori, who will serve his first term 
as president at Hialeah Park. is more op- 
timistic, predicting a 10 per cent boost 
at the flamingo track. Jimmy Donn, head 
man at Gulfstream Park. is willing to 
settle for a 5 per cent gain. 


Horsemen’s Petition 


Horsemen again will meet with the 
racing commission on January 3 for the 
purpose of threshing out the apprentice 
rule. They do not like the present rule 
which ends a rider’s apprenticeship after 
100 winners. Horsemen favor a former 
rule, which allowed a rider his 5-pound 
allowance for a year. or until he rode 
40 winners, whichever came last. 

More than 100 trainers already have 
petitioned for the old rule.

ARKANSAS 
Oaklawn Safe 


The Arkansas Racing Commission this 
week awarded an_ exclustive 10-year 
franchise to the Oaklawn Jockey Club. 
The operators of Oaklawn Park, Hot 
Springs. had submitted a bid of $26,500. 
more than double that of its 2 competitors 
for the franchise. 

Shortly before the decision was announc- 
ed, the Eastern Racing Association, which 
operates Suffolk Downs and which had 
been one of 2 rival associations seeking 
the Oaklawn franchise, asked that its bid 
not be considered. LEastern’s president, 
John C. Pappas. said that his association 
had been prepared to spend $3.000.000 
for a new racing plant in Hot Springs, 
but that the delay in bringing to a head 
the final disposition of the franchise had 
made it impossible to complete construc- 
tion of a new track for the 1956 spring 
meeting. 

Wrote Pappas: “Although we can 
comply with the provision of the franchise 
which requires that a 30-day meet be held 
within one year after the franchise is 
granted, our studies indicate the racing in 
the spring attracts a greater patronage 
than would be the case at any other time 
in the year, and our inability to hold a 
racing meeting this coming spring would 
mean a loss to us. More important. this 
situation would also cause a substantial 
drop in revenue for the state and would 
doubtless hurt the economy of Hot 
Springs.”

The offer will be consider- 
ed void unless accompanied by a certified 
check for 10 per cent of the amount bid, 
and in case the offer is accepted the re- 
mainder will be due within 30 days of the 
acceptance. Title will be transferred when 
payment is completed. 


“In the event that 2 or more bidders 
shall offer an equal amount for the same 
group and such bids shall be the highest 
received. then bidding shall be reopened to 
these bidders only. and additional sealed 
bids accepted from them only until the 
tie is broken.” the executors said. 

Mapes and Ludewig. acting as spokes- 
men for the trustees of the estate. also 
made it clear that they reserved the right 
to reject any bid.

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Chinn Up 


Somerset to Berlin 


The night of Saturday. November 26. 
friends and acquaintances of Col. Phil 
T. Chinn met for dinner at the Lafayette 
Hotel. Lexington. About 250 came _ to 
honor Colonel Chinn. and to hear his 
stories. Prompted by toastmaster J. B. 
Faulconer and former jockeys Roscoe 
Goose and Jack Howard, the Colonel spent 
an hour recreating parts of his share in 
a colorful era. 

A recording was made of the Colonel’s 
stories, and the first part of it is given 
here. If there are discrepancies in an 
occasional name or date. a lot of time has 
passed since the Somerset Derby of 1883— 
or was it 1889? 


GOOSE. I understand that one of your 
first adventures as a horseman involved a 
Derby winner. I know something about 
Derbys, so be careful how you answer that. 

CHINN. I don’t know what Derby you 
refer to. 

GOOSE. The Derby, as I remember. 
was about 1883 at Somerset. 

CHINN. I had Flora L. and Lagardere. 
I won the Derby with Flora L., and the To- 
boggan with Lagadere. I had one other 
horse, Ed. Butts, which won the first race. 
And I had the great satisfaction of beating 
a celebrity. James E. Pepper was there 
with Charley Anderson. his trainer. and 
I beat him for the Derby. 

FAULCONER. Does this story also 
relate a little to you having your father’s 
horses at that particular meeting? 


CHINN. I took the horses against his 
orders. He was in Chicago. and while 


there a gentleman walked up to him and 
said, “Colonel Jack, your mare Flora L. 
won the Derby yesterday at Somerset.” 
He said, “That couldn’t be. I sent her 
home 3 weeks ago for a rest.” My mother 
heard that I was going to take the horses 
off the farm, but I told her that I was not 
thinking about it seriously. That same 
night I was walking them from the farm 
to Burgin to load them for Somerset. 

FAULCONER. [I like an aftermath to 
that story. After your father learned you 
had used his horses. didn’t he wire the 
officials? 

CHINN. He wired Major Woodcock. 
who was secretary and a great friend of 
his, “Do not let Lagadere or Flora L. run 
again at that meeting, and tell my son to 
ship them back to Harrodsburg.” Old 
Major Woodcock had the telegram in his 
pocket, but he said. “Old Jack has been 
drinking. Don’t pay any attention to that.” 

HOWARD. How about telling about 
the banker at Harrodsburg who reluctantly 
loaned you $100 when you found out his 
most intimate secret. 

CHINN. That was a year of panic. I 
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had 3 cars of horses in New York that I 
shipped to Los Angeles—collect. The 
phones didn’t work so good back in those 
days and the telegraph wires were in- 
definite. so I took the midnight train for 
Kentucky. Before I left 1 borrowed 
enough money from Barney Dreyfus to 
pay off the help. in order to give them 
confidence that they would be paid when 
they got to California. Lou Cassidy. who 
you remember very well. was my agent. 
I said to him. “You go with the first 3 
cars. I am going home to see my mother 
and father. and I'll come out 3 or 4 days 
later. Tell the express man I'll pay him 
when I get there. 

Lo and behold. when I arrived in 
Harrodsburg. my father had several nice 
horses. He said. “Son. there is a mortgage 
on this place. and I wish you would take 
these horses. Do the best you can with 
them. and help me at this stage.” I 
knew he didn’t have sufficient funds to

ship the horses. so I ordered an express 
car to ship the horses to California. 

But before doing that, the day previous, 
I had talked to Mr. Boland of the Harrods- 
burg First National Bank. I said, “Mr. 
Boland. I am shipping 4 carloads of horses 
to California. I know times are tough, but 
since I have to ship these horses I must 
have $400. He said, “Philip, come in the 
office. and Ill talk to you.” He gave 
me the usual banker talk. “I am going 
to help you. but you must be careful and 
watch your purse strings. And there is 
just one thing if you will do for me. I 
want you to look me right in the eye. I 
have one glass eye, and there is no one in 
this vicinity that knows anything about it. 
If you tell me the glass eye, I will help 
you.” 

So I looked him over rather carefully, 
and then pointed the left eye. He said, 
“That amazes me. That’s true. How in 
the world could you see that?” TI said, 
“There is just a trace of the milk of 
human kindness in the left eye.” 


GOOSE. I was in California in 1908- 


09. You shipped between 40 and 50 


made this photograph, sometime early in the century. At left is William Apple- 
gate, at right Charles Head Smith.

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horses out there. and you must have 
had 25 or 30 men. When you landed 
there. I think you had $20. And 
you had a very successful meeting. 
How the hell did you dot it? You 
must a fine financier. 

CHINN. It was the survival of 
the fittest in that case. I shipped 
the horses in, and I had Cassidy, 
who was a splendid man, go in front 
of me. He gave the newspapers 
stories that “the great horseman, 
Col. Phil T. Chinn.” would arrive in 
the next few days. That was to lay 
the foundation for a financing of 
horses. 

It was exactly $20 I had when I 
got off the train. When I got to 
the track. I looked up the chute and 
I could see the last of one of my cars 
being unloaded. I said. “Cass. what 
about this express business?” 

“Well.” he said. “the man is a little 
nervous. but he knows you are all 
right. However. he said after you've 
rested yourself a few hours he would 
like to see you at his office.” 

In the meantime. the feed ques- 
tion came up. There were 3 feed 
men. all of them fine men. I said. 
“Cass. it doesn’t make any differ- 
ence how fine these men are. I 
want to deal with the richest man. 
IT want to deal with the man who 
won't press me.” 

They all gave me bids on the hav. I 
told one of the feed men to put $5.000 
worth of feed in the lofts with the distinct 
understanding that he never must press 
me at any stage of the game. I had the 
horses. and as soon as I could get a little 
financing I would be in action. 

Then it come to boarding the men. I 
had less than $20 after I had turned 
around a couple of times. There were 2 
people who had boarding houses there. 
They were enormous boarding houses. and 
one of them I happened to know. He said. 
“T want to have your business exclusive- 
ly.” I said. “There is just one way we 
can handle it. I don’t want you to call 
on me under 30 days for the board of 
these men.” He said. “That's all right. 
But I want all your men.” I said. “All 
right. You have 26 men to start. and you 
will wind up with 40.” 

The only other thing I had to do was to 
pay off the express man. I went down to 
the Jockey Club office. and it was rather 


a cool reception. It wasn’t a_ hearty 
reception. I rather suspected they thought 


that there was a lack of financing. I told 
them I wanted enough money to pay the 
express man and to pay for a car from 
there to Oakland, where I wanted to send 
about 5 of my mud horses. “Personally. 
I do not want the money, but if Cassidy 
comes in here let him have a check for 
$2,500.” I said. Well. of course. I would 
have put my arms around the man had he 
given me the $2,500.

I told Cassidy to wait a couple of days. 
then go back and get the $2,500. He did. 
and we paid the express man. But in 
those days it cost only $425 or $450 to ship 
a car from New York to California. It’s 
different now. It’s $2.000 a car. 

I worked around the horses about a 
week. and then I told Cassidy to go down 
and order a car for Oakland. I decided to 
ship 5 horses up there. When I got there 
they were drawing in the betting ring. I 
walked in the betting ring. and George 
Rose. who was the biggest layer of horses 
in California, said he would like to have 
my business exclusive. I said, “You can 
have that upon certain conditions. When 
I owe you $5.000. I will pay you. When 
you owe me $5.000. or any part thereof. 
you pay me.” He said. “That’s perfectly 
satisfactory.” 

I had a real mud-running horse named 
Astronomer in that day. and I told Cassidy 
to bet Rose $2.000 on my horse. I said. 
“We'll live or die right here.” Astronomer 
didn’t disappoint me. He won very handi- 
ly at 8 to 5. I met Mr. Rose the next 
day, and he said. “Don’t you want some 
money?” I said, “No, I don’t care any- 
thing about money. I made the bet for the 
boys around the stable. You might give 
Cassidy $1.000 if you see him, to take care 
of the loose ends.” Of course. the loose 
end was Chinn. And to make a long 
story short, I went along there pretty 
handily. I had some marvelous luck. 

Coming back to Los Angeles on the 


train, Bob Thomas. who had _ not 
spoken to me in 4 or 5 years, came 
in and said, “Well. Bush. I want to 
hand it to you. You give it to all 
of them. I have a little mare up 
there. Lady Irma. that I want to 
send to you with my compliments, 
I just want to show up the other 
trainer.” [| said, “Send her down, 
Bob, and Vl see if she is any 
*count.” Jack Howard rode her. and 
she was a mare worth $15,000 or 
$20.000. 

I was just lucky. Everything | 
did was luck. She was one of the 
top mares in California. She ran in 
open races, and beat them all. going 
in track-record time. I think that 
about covers that year in California. 

HOWARD. In California didn't 
you meet Tex Rickard and Barney 
Oldfield. and didn’t they turn out 
pretty good in your betting opera- 
tions? 

CHINN. Yes. I had a_ very 
lucrative business with them. They 
were in a cafe and sent for me to 
come in. but the colored boy who 
gave me the message didn’t tell me 
who they were. I knew Tex Rickard 
before I went to California. 

Tex said he was just in from Gold. 
field. He told me. “You know 
there’s straight gold) running up 
there in Nevada. I can break all 
of these fellows up 
horses, and you can be with the 
play.” I said, “You're talking to suit me, 
but we have to have a firm understanding. 
If I send you the names of the horses, I 
want to know how much money can be bet 
and what part of it will be mine, because 
this is winning money.” I gave Tex the 
names of the horses I was running, and he 
was gone about 7 or 8 days. Three of the 
horses won, one of them was beaten. All 
of these were short-priced horses—7 to 5 
or 8 to 5. So Tex wired me to send him 
more names. He said, “Will see you ina 
few days.” 

A week or 10 days passed around and 
I began to think that it was another one 
of those big Western blow-out talks. 
Amounts to nothing. But Tex was a real 
man. He came to Santa Anita, and we 
had breakfast together. He said to me. 
“Doddurn, you know, those people didn’t 
have any money. I only won $32,000. 
Your half is over there in the suitcase.” | 
had to loan him my half to start over in 
business again. 

FAULCONER. I am sure that we would 
be interested in what you did when the 
Hughes law closed down racing in New 
York. 

CHINN. I really don’t know what I 
did. I believe I shipped my horses from 
there back into Latonia. From there I 
had the good fortune of picking up a man, 
Steve Judge. who wanted to go West. | 
said, “Steve, you haven’t any money and 
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neither have I, so put your horses in this 
car and ship them to Lagoon Park in Salt 
Lake City.” 

In the meantime I had engaged Shilling. 
the great rider, to ride for me. On the 
strength of that I made a financial deal 
with a friend of mine, Frank Hogan. for 
$10,000 to book the bets. You see. I'm 
always mixed up with books. I owned a 
book in that ring. Nothing wrong about 
it. only there was a law that a man who 
owned horses could not make book. 

Shilling ran out the second day he was 
there. That left me high and dry for an 
ace card. Shilling was a great rider. He 
was 10 pounds. maybe 20 pounds. better 
than any rider there. I had a Mexican 
stand-off at Lagoon—I saved my life and 
lost my money. 

Then I went to Montana. and it didn’t 
look any too bright there. [ ran_ into 
Augustus Heinsey. who I had known in 
New York. We had some quite satisfactory 
financial deals. He introduced me to Mr. 
McInnis. who was president of a bank 
there. and he told McInnis. “I have known 
Colonel Chinn for many years. When he 
bets. the horses win. If he writes a check 
up to $10,000. let him write it. and I 
will pay it. Whatever he wins. he will 
deposit here in the bank with you. and we 
will divide the profits.” 

I wasn't long getting into action. because 
Thad a mud-running horse. I went down 
to see Mr. MeInnis. and gave him a check 
for $10.000. I said. “I am going to draw 
the money. but I am going to give it back 
to you. I don’t want to carry $10,000. 
You said you were coming out to the track. 
You bring it out to me. I want to bet it 
ona horse that is not running in my name. 
but I own half of him. His name is 
Republican.” To make a long story short, 
he was 8 to 5 and won by 80 lengths. 

GOOSE. I would like to know about 
those Kentucky mules you sold to the 
German banker. Can you tell us some- 
thing about that? 

CHINN. During the period of the 
Hughes depression, I had 53 horses here 
in Kentucky when I went to Butte. My 
friends F. D. Knight and Catesby Wood- 
ford could stand a little riding. but they 
didn’t want to turn the bit loose. The bills 
were accumulating. In Butte I got wires 
from them. While the wires were nicely 
worded, they meant for me to come to 
Kentucky. pay the bills. and get the horses 
off the place. [ came back. 

J. B. Haggin was shipping horses to 
Australia and Argentina and Newmarket 
and France. But he never had_ tried 
Germany. I said. “I'll take Germany.” I 
shipped up the North Sea to Hamburg. 
but I had made no arrangement to make 
bond for those horses. I couldn’t get the 
horses off the boat without giving a bond. 

A very refined gentleman, Mr. Aarons. 
came to me and said, “That’s only a matter 
of form. I will be very glad to sign your 
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bend. and I will send your horses to the 
race course outside Berlin.” 

He said he would like to show me around 
his country. I noticed that they drove 5 
and 6 stallions in tandem to carriages in 
Germany. I asked Mr. Aarons what these 
stallions cost. He said they cost about 
$1.200 or $1.300 each. I said. “You can 
beat that with a Kentucky mule.” He 
said. “How can we get them?” [told 
him that I could order them for him. 

I sent Tattersalls a wire to make a draft 
on Mr. Aarons at the Chase National Bank 
for 16 of the best mules they could ship. 
And I told them to be prepared to ship a 
cargo of mules every 10 days if the first 
ones worked all right. 

In the meantime. I was concerned with 
the horses I had brought. I had Ort 
Wells. but the Germans would not let me 
sell him. He was a delightful race horse. 
worth $40.000 or $50.000. even in’ bad 
times. But he had been fired on his right 
hind ankle. and the German government 
would not let him stand in Germany be- 
cause of the firing marks. So I sent him 
to Mr. Schlesinger at Vienna. I looked 
through an old notebook there of my 
acquaintances. who once had money. I 
guess. and when I saw Bob Schlesinger’s 
name in Vienna. I said. “There’s my man.” 

I wired Mr. Schlesinger that I would like 
to ship him Ort Wells. and. in the mean- 
time. I sent him all the credentials. He 
cabled me a few days later that the horse 
had arrived safely. That was the last I 
heard. 

This is not concerned with the Germen 
mule story. but now [ll have to finish the 
Ort Wells story. 

About 2 years later in the lobby of a 
hotel in El Paso. a young man tapped me 
on the shoulder. and said “Colonel. we 
have some money at the bank for you. and 
if you don’t claim it today we have to send 
it back.” This came at a good time. bhe- 


cause I had lost $38.500 in Juarez. I ask- 
ed him where the bank was. He said it 
was about 2 blocks down the street. I said. 


“Get a taxi. I've got no time to walk down 
there.” 

We rushed down to the bank. and the 
president of the bank said. “You expect- 
ing some money?” I said I hoped there 
was some money for me. but I had about 
lost confidence. The president said. “Mr. 
Schlesinger has sent you $10.000." said. 
“It isn’t enough. but will accept it.” 
would have taken $500 for the horse. 

FAULCONER. Now back to the mules. 

CHINN. From Germany. [I went on 
down to Paris and I was going pretty good 
down there. Mr. William Duke. trainer 
for W. K. Vanderbilt. asked me if I would 
meet Mr. Vanderbilt. who wanted to talk 
to me about the James R. Keene mares. 
I told him that I would come to the U. S. 
and buy some of them for him, and that 


I thought it would cost him $60.000 for 


6 of his best mares. 


To finish up the mule story. I went 


back to Hamburg when I got word that 
the mules were arriving. I found that the 
mules had arrived in white bandgages, 
you never saw such a sight in your life. 
I said. “Get out 6 of them. I can drive 
the mules all right.” but I couldn't get up 
in this chariot |wagon] Mr. Aarons had. 
He said. “Unless I can drive these mules 
they are worthless to me.” 

I went over to the dock. and I finally 
found a Negro from South Carolina who 
was working down in the hold of one of 
the ships. (I just kept hollering. “Hey. 
Sambo.” till somebody answered.) I told 
him to get out of the ship and help me 
because I was in a hell of a shape with 
these mules. He came up and put the 
harness on the mules. climbed up in the 
chariot. and drove them around just  per- 
fect. 

After he drove them around for 10 or 
15 minutes. I told him to put the harness 
on the others and to get a step ladder so 
that I could get in one of the chariots. I 
drove the second chariot. and Mr. Aarons 
drove the third. We drove them all over 
Hamburg. It was such a sensation that 
it took the mounted police to keep people 
out of the way. They had never seen a 
mule before. Mr. Aarons was delighted. 
and he ordered a cargo of mules every 
time the steamer was coming from New 
York. We built up a pretty good business. 
After a short while I left all that in 
abeyance. and came home.

Summer Tan’s Recovery 


John Ward. who directs the biggest 
breaking. training. and patching opera- 
tion in Kentucky from a barn and office 
on Keeneland’s backstretch. said Mrs. 
John Galbreath’s Summer probably 
would be returned to light training next 
month, 

After he is certain that the 3-year-old 
colt is completely recovered from firing 
about his ankles. Ward will return him to 
brother Sherrill Ward. Mrs. Galbreath’s 
trainer. 

“T have no doubt but what he’s a sound 
horse now.” said Ward. “I wanted him to 
have a couple of months of cold mud. and 


so forth, before he is put back in training.” 
Summer Tan now is turned out (see 


cover) at the 88-acre Blue Meadows Farm. 
Versailles. Ky.. which Ward leases from 
Robert Cudahy. He has put on weight. 
filled out through the quarters. and shows 
no sign of tenderness in his ankles. 

He was a sore horse when he arrived 
at Ward’s place on July 15, a little more 
than 2 months after his third in the Ken- 
tucky Derby. “It's a wonder to me that 
he was able to finish where he did.” Ward 
said. “He started climbing at the seven- 
eighths pole. and when he cooled out after 
the race he was gimpy. 

“His right front ankle had been irritated 


when he was a 2-year-old. you know. but 
it was his left ankle that bothered him after 
the Derby. Sherrill did just right by tak- 
ing him out of training then. because the 
horse might have been in serious trouble 
if he'd been kept racing.” 

Ward said Summer Tan 
both ankles on October 28. 

“This is a marvelous horse.” Ward said. 
“He’s intelligent. like any good horse. and 
he’s got the nicest disposition. For ex- 
ample. after we put him in this paddock. 
he nosed around a little and then galloped 
down to the fence. There’s not much of a 
slope there. but when he wanted to stop 
he slipped and his rear end hit the ground. 
That was the last time he ever tried that. 
From then on he trotted down and gallop- 
ed up.” 


was fired in 


For the first time since last winter. Ward 
is planning a bit of loafing “and maybe 
a week or so in Miami.” He’s handled 
more than 150 horses through the year. 
At this time he is down to 20 in training 
and 35. mostly yearlings. ready to be put 
in training about the first of the year. 

“ve had 5 or 6 real good 2-year-olds 
in here this year with bad ankles. Some 
of us were talking the other day about 
why this particular crop seemed to be hav- 
ing more trouble than usual. and we 
decided it was the drought of 1953. There 
doesn’t seem to be any other way to ex- 
plain it.” 

In any event. if Nashua is kept in train- 
ing next year. and if Summer Tan returns 
to the good form of his 2-year-old year. 
1956 should be highly entertaining. 

“Summer Tan may not be quite as good 
as Nashua. but I’d say there isn’t this 
much difference between .them.” 
Ward. holding up 2 fingers.

Old English Ranchos 


Los AnGeLes. One of Ellwood B. 
Johnston’s favorite drives is) from his 
bakery in downtown Los Angeles to his 
home in Pasadena. by way of the Chino 
Valley. The loop of some 100 miles en- 
compasses most that makes his life a full 
and busy one. In the valley are his 2 
Thoroughbred farms—Old English 
Ranchos—and the land recently purchas- 
ed for still another. 

If he has horses at either Los Angeles 
track. he usually stops there in the morn- 
ing. “But not too early.” he said recently 
in Santa Anita’s stable area. “I don’t get 
over here until 8. and I leave about 9:30 
to go to work.” 

The ranches and some other racing 
interests are held in’ partnership with 
Johnston's business associate Ted Terper. 
and each also has separate Thoroughbred 
investments. Johnston's horses in 
the names of Mr. and Mrs. E. B. Johnston, 
for his wife has shared his enthusiasm 
from the first and helps with the over- 
flow of work. in addition to caring for 
their 3 children. 

It is Johnston’s belief that nicks are 
the most important thing in breeding.

“He knows blood lines and has a good 
eye for a horse.” said Walter Stark. the 
farm manager for 3 vears. “He can walk 
past a horse once and tell you all about 
it.” 

His blend of business sense and horse 
sense encourages Johnston in placing values 
on untried horses. and any yearling is for 
sale. always at his price. On the other hand. 
while hiring advertising experts to cry the 
good points of his pies. Johnston is casual, 
even retiring. in mentioning achievements 
of the breeding farms. 

No Johnston-raised Thoroughbred ever 
bowed. he will tell you as calmly as he'll 
cite the record of a favorite horse. Neither 
has any of them got “windy” or become 
a bleeder. The record. Johnston believes. 
stems from the careful plan of operations 
he always has followed. 

have strong belief mating 
European sires with American mares.” he 
said. “I think that will give you twice as 
good a chance. But if I had European 
mares. then I'd breed to American sires, 
It seems Marcel Boussac. of France. must 
have a similar idea. too. since he keeps 
coming over here for American blood. 

“TI started breeding with the idea the 4 
best male lines were those of Fair Trial.

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*Blenheim II, Hyperion and *Teddy. so 
naturally I wanted them represented in my 
stud. That’s why we have *The Pie King. 
Free America. and *Oceanus. We had 
Dogpatch for the *Teddy Line. until he 
died in 1954. But Clifford Mooers is 
standing Conjure at the ranchos. and from 
the looks of his first foals he'll be an out- 
standing sire of that line.” 

Along with Tepper. the 49-year-old 
Johnston owns 22 shares in Free America. 
and he and Ray Bell are partners in *The 
Pie King. Johnston has 9 shares in *Seven 
Seas II. 7 in Lodge Night. 4 in My Host. 
and one each in Bernwood and Admiral 
Drake. He owns *Oceanus outright. 

“[T was looking for a Hyperion horse 
with some air under him when I came 
across *Oceanus.” Johnston said. “He 
stands 16 hands. 2 inches. and could run 
adistance. I like the Fairway bottom line 
in his pedigree, too.” 


Apprentice Sires 


“Tm still testing *Oceanus. of course. 
but he’s getting a good chance. The past 
season he was bred to Ruth Lily and 
Mitchess. a half-sister to On Trust. But 
I'll be the first to quit him. or any sire. 
when he shows definite indications he’s no 
good.” 

This is borne out by his experience with 
*Old English. for which the ranchos were 
named. The son of Solario—*Notley 
Abbey was one of 3 “broken-down” horses 
Johnston obtained from Louis B. Mayer in 
1943. the others being *Jury Box and 
Guam. 

Although sore at all times. *Old English 
accumulated more than $30,000 in purse 
money. For 2 seasons Johnston sent 
virtually all his mares to *Old English; 
then. except for a few outside mares. he 
let him stand idle for the next 2 seasons. 

Statistics had shown Johnston how 
small a percentage of stallions made good. 
He reasoned that if *Old English’s first 
2 crops proved him a failure. sending his 
16 mares back to him the third and fourth 
seasons would be a tremendous waste of 
both time and money. So the mares went 
to Dogpatch. until *Old English’s first get 
demonstrated their ability on the track. 
They could run. At Santa Anita in 1952 
his 6 starters won 13 races to top sires 
in that respect. 

“His foals were none too sound. though.” 
Johnston said. “He is so wide in front 
his foals are inclined to develop knee 
trouble.” 

So Johnston doesn’t breed to *Old 
English now. even though he is still at the 
ranchos. 

In 1949 Johnston scheduled the Wise 
Counsellor mare Wiseasyou for *Old 
English. but he was hurt. so she went to 
*Alibhai’s son Lodge Night. It was his 
only chance that year. and the result was 
the fine stakes winner Smart Barbara. The 
next season Lodge Night got 5 mares. and 
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A-ranch hand, Whitey Phillips, rode into the dust kicked up by a lead pony as he 
exercised Wise American, a big (16:2, 1,100 pounds) yearling colt by Free 
America. The youngster was taken to Santa Anita Park shortly after this picture. 


When broodmares near their foaling times, they are taken to this dry paddock, 
a sand-filled area into which face 3 open foaling stalls which are used for storing 
hay when not in use. The barn behind the foaling stalls is a breeding shed. 
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As important as breeding superior type cattle and horses is to King 
Ranch, the breeding and development of a superior type grass is 
equally as important. Our goal is a development of a grass that will 


fit our native conditions of greatly fluctuating temperatures and 
precipitation.

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King Ranch discovered in the process of developing the Santa Gert- 
rudis breed of cattle and in developing new strains of grasses that to 
breed successfully one must have a goal—or type—in mind. This type 
should have the physical characteristics to deliver the maximum 
amount of performance. 


In recent years we have decided to go after a particular ‘'type" 
Thoroughbred horse—perhaps the most difficult animal to breed be- 
cause of its many variables. The type we wanted was to reach its 
peak performance at 3 and 4 years of age—to be able to deliver 
maximum speed, stamina, and soundness. 


This type is best exemplified by the champion High Gun, now at stud 
at King Ranch in—a good sized individual with the same height as 
length. Interestingly enough, we have found that this type horse 
has a considerable amount of the so-called "American" bloodlines in 
their pedigrees—Domino, Ben Brush, and Fair Play. 


King Ranch will continue to redouble its effort to breed for this type. 
As we did with the Santa Gertrudis cattle, we will first of all select 
on the basis of type. Next we will measure our selections on the race 
tracks. The successful individuals will be retired to the King Ranch 
breeding paddocks. Our insistence on type is also an insistence 
on maximum performance.

“Safest in the World” 


Johnston’s first ranch, acquired in 1948. 
is on Riverside Drive in Chino. Its 37 
acres are used for yearlings. lay-ups. and 
horses in training. Among facilities are 
a 3-stall barn, breaking corral. and a sandy 
training strip 60 feet less than three- 
eighths of a mile in circumference. 

Nine miles to the southeast is the 120- 
acre Lower Ranch, where stallions. brood- 
mares. and weanlings are kept. It was 
purchased in 1952. The newly acquired 
land, 140 acres now in grapes. is 4 miles 
northeast of the Riverside Drive ranch. 

Both Johnston and Stark point out that 
the first good horses were developed on 
sand—and there is plenty of sand_ in 
evidence at these ranches. 

“Look at its fineness.” he said. “and 
there’s hardly any rocks. none that'll 
bother a horse, anyway. It’s the safest 
footing in the world.” 

Johnston plans a dozen paddocks on the 
new ground as soon as possible for use 
of “expanding operations.” 

There are 16 dry paddocks on the River- 
side Drive ranch and 20 on the 120 acres 
of the Lower Ranch. Each paddock is 50 
by 250 feet, and each is worked every week 
with disk and harrow to keep the sand 
loose to a depth of 3 or 4 inches. 

“A young horse playing on such foot- 
ing will develop stronger muscles and 
tendons than one kept on pasture.” John- 
ston said. 

He also favors the dry paddocks as an 
aid in controlling parasites. “the greatest 
enemy of Thoroughbreds.” 

“Permanent pastures get wormy.” he 
said, “so we tear them up and reseed every 
3 years. Some paddocks are planted every 
6 months, with rye in the winter and 
Sudan in the summer. The stud paddocks 
are handled that way. for example.” 

There are 5 stud paddocks. each 250 by 
275 feet. ranging out from a new. 5-stall 
cement-block barn. Besides Conjure. 
Mooers also stands Bold Gallant at the 
ranchos. 

The Lower Ranch has 2 pastures of 17 
acres. 5 of 10 acres, 4 of 5 acres and one 
each of 3 and 4 acres. and there are 
several 3-acre pastures at the Riverside 
Drive ranch. 


The Great Outdoors 


Johnston wants his horses to spend all 
the time possible in the open. Brood- 
mares approaching foaling time are taken 
to one of the 2 dry, floodlighted paddocks 
near the home of Elmer Call. manager of 
the Lower Ranch and the stepfather of 
jockey Bill Shoemaker. At the end of one 
dry paddock are 3 foaling stalls, each 
open on one side. 
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“The sooner a foal starts getting used 
to the outdoors. the better it is.” Call says. 
Without help. Call foaled 29 last season 
and didn't lose any. 

The fields are without shade trees or 
sheds—but the Chino Valley climate is 
mild. 


“No matter how hot it gets.” Johnston 
said. “I’ve never seen a horse go under a 
tree to get out of the sun. Cattle will. but 
not horses. A horse will pick the hottest 
spot in the paddock to lay down in. too. 
as often as not. 

“Another thing. Put a horse in a stall 
and hell eat 8 quarts of grain a day. 
Leave him out dav and night and he'll eat 
14. and not be as fat. Why. 2 weeks after 
they were weaned this year. we had 18 
foals eating 400 pounds of grain a day.” 

From the time it is 9 days old until it 
become a yearling. a Johnston foal has a 
special feed mix in front of it 24 hours a 
day. The practice. Johnston believes. is at 
least) partly responsible for his robust 
yearlings. 


Preparation for Racing 


It’s a policy to have the yearlings “gal- 
loping good” by the first of September. 
“They're pretty well legged up when they 
come in from playing in the sand of those 
dry paddocks.” said Stark. who was a 
jockey until weight forced him to hang 
up his tack. He still gets on 7 or 8 horses 
a day. and he says *The Pie King is the 
most powerful horse he ever rode. 

“A good pony. bred right. is worth 10 
men in the eariy work with yearlings.” 
said Stark. “A man on a good sne should 
bring a yearling out of a stall leading in 
10 minutes. You can tell a lot about a 
a horse from its head and eye. A yearling 
should be relaxed and show confidence. 
let you know it’s ready. before a boy is 
put up.” 

After the yearlings have been ponied 
and bitted up in the stall. they are driven 
from the ground in the corral. Next they 
are turned in a stall. first without a boy. 
then with one; and then they are ridden in 
the corral. a small paddock. and finally on 
the training strip. Here they go 3 times 
each way in the deep sand. jogging once 
for each 2 circuits galloped. Stark likes 
to give them 30 days schooling at the 
ranch before they go to the track to con- 
tinue their work. 


The Pie King 


Johnston moved from Philadelphia to 
Glendale when he was 12 and promptly 
acquired a donkey for school transporta- 
tion. Five-gaited horses next claimed his 
attention. and then a Standardbred tretter. 
which bowed just before ke was to start 
it in a race at Pomona. In the business 
world. he started driving a pie truck when 
he was 20. went into the business himself 
when he was 22. 

His first Thoroughbred, in 1939. was 


English Harry, a $1.250 purchase. The 
horse never had won beyond 11g miles. but 
Johnston made a marathoner of him. At 
the longer distances. English Harry set 5 
track records. and one of these was an 
American record. 

Johnston’s second Thoroughbred was 
Lloyd Pan. a $2.000 claim with which he 
gathered 2 firsts and 3 seconds in 7 starts 
before losing him in a claiming race, 
There followed 16 other claims by John. 
ston in fairly rapid order, 15 of which won 
within 30 days. 

Stark says the number of Johnston's 
horses has doubled in the last 3. years, 
Call estimated there were 130 at the 
Lower Ranch alone. Johnston individually 
owns 23 broodmares. 12 yearlings. and 12 
weanlings. while he and Mrs. Johnston 
have 6 others in training. 

To facilitate bookkeeping. Stark devised 
a system where each horse was given 
a number. which it wears on a 2-inch dise 
hung on a chain around its neck. The 
number of a foal’s dam is carried on the 
books until it is weaned. and_ then it 
receives its own number. 

~The system makes entries much easier.” 
said Madelon Stark. who handles the office 
work. “It eliminates writing out the breed- 
ing of a foal before its name is registered, 
each time an entry is made, and it also 
eliminates the chance for errors where 
horses have similar names.” 


One-Question Quiz 


Perhaps Johnston’s real acid test came 
in 1954 when he took over as actual train- 
er. To get his license late in 1953, he 
had to answer one question, his experience 
in the field was so well known by then. 

“How long does it take to get a horse 
ready to race?” he was asked. 

“That depends on the horse,” was the 
license-winning answer. 

“We only had a few horses—6 or 7— 
that meeting.” Johnston said, “but we did 
pretty good.” 

In fact, 1954 was probably as good a 
vear as the Johnstons ever have had at the 
track. Within 30 days at Santa Anita. 
Smart Barbara and Sweet as Honey won 3 
stakes and were second in 2 others. and 
Sweet as Honey was named the top 3-year- 
old filly of the meeting. The stable was 
ninth in purse money won at the meeting. 
and Johnston’s 7 wins. with 23 horses 
among the first 3. out of 61 starts. placed 
him 11th among trainers. 

For the year. Mr. and Mrs. Johnston's 
horses had 10 wins. 10 seconds. and 17 
thirds and won $92.710. As a_ trainer, 
Johnston racked up a total of 18 winners. 
while horses he bred got 56 wins. 52 
seconds. and 64 thirds for $195,524. 

By then the frozen pies became so fast- 
selling that at the last Hollywood meeting 
he was forced to turn over the training 
chores to A. T. (Tommy) Doyle.

one of the highest prices of the week. for 
the Hyperion mare Noon Patrol. grand- 
daughter of the noted producer Popingaol. 

A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne Farm. of 
Paris, Ky., spent 7.500 guineas ($22.050) 
for Lady’s View. winner of the Phoenix 
Plate and dam of Treetops Hotel. in foal 
to Tulyar. Howard Reineman, of Crown 
Crest Farm, Lexington. paid 4.000 guineas 
($11,760) for Pegrino. first offering in the 
catalogue, also in foal to Tulyar. Nydrie 
Stud and Tim Vigors bought privately for 
5.250 guineas ($15.435) a Tulyar weanling 
colt which had failed to bring its reserve 
when offered at auction.

OBITUARY 


Count von Spreti 


Graf Rudolph von Spreti, whose Wald- 
fried Stud has been among the most 
prominent in Germany for more than 20 
years. died November 14 at the age of 72. 
A determined and untiring worker, in pre- 
Hitler days he was president of the Union 
Club (Jockey Club equivalent), and after 
World War IL he was president of the 
Direktorium charged with the rehabilita- 
tion of German horse breeding. He also 
had been president of racing clubs at 
Baden-Baden and Munich. 


The Waldfried Stud. established by his 
father-in-law, C. A. Weinberg (who im- 
ported the noted producer Festa). was 
taken over by Graf von Spreti in 1919. 
Among the many good horses he bred 
were Graf Ferry, Augias, Ladro, Laland 
(sire of Nereide). Aurelius, Janitor. 
Lampos. Gundomar. Ganelon. Baal. 
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Mangon, and the prominent 1955 3-year- 
old Masetto. 


Count von Sponeck 


Graf Kurt von Sponeck. who died in 
November at the age of 82. was one of the 
best known horsemen in Germany. A 
cavalry officer in his younger days. he 
later was director of the national stud at 
Trakehnen and for 2 years managed the 
national stud at Altefeld. In 1928 he be- 
came general manager of the famous 
Schlenderhan Stud of the late Baron von 
Oppenheim. He retired from that post 
only 2 years ago. 

Schlenderhan. under his direction. bred 
the German Derby winners Schwarzgold, 
Orgelton, Magnat. Wehr Dich. Aster- 
bluete. and Allasch. Among other good 
ones from the stud was the Grosser Preis 
von Baden-Baden winner *Samurai. now 
at stud in Florida.

Strange Handicaps 


Paris. In the fall of 1946 French horses 
won the 2 big handicaps in England. the 
Cesarewitch and Cambridgeshire; in the 
spring of 1947 they won the One Thousand 
Guineas, Derby, and Oaks. By what can 
be called a coincidence, the Jockey Club, 
a little later, altered the rules applicable 
to handicaps. At the beginning of Rule 52 
a new paragraph said: “No horse shall run 
in a handicap which has not run 3 times 
under these rules before the weights are 
published.” 

The apparent reason for this decision 
was to prevent an invasion of French 
horses in English handicaps and to give 
English handicappers a base for rating 
French contenders. But another result— 
and not the least—was to prevent the 
French winners of the Derby. Oaks. and 
One Thousand Guineas from being rated 
in the Free Handicap. No French winner 
of an English classic has been rated in the 
Free Handicap since then. 

This preamble explains why neither Phil 
Drake, winner of the Epsom Derby, nor 
the other French colt. Vimy, winner of the 
King George VI and Queen Elizabeth 
Stakes. is rated in the English 3-year-old 
Free Handicap for 1955. The first 3 in 
the Two Thousand Guineas. *Our Babu, 
Tamerlane, and Klairon. also are omitted, 
because the first 2 are out of training and 
the third is French. 

The 1955 3-year-old Free Handicap is 
not. however. as ridiculous as that of 1950, 


which included none of the 5. classic 
winners. 
The 3-Year-Olds 
The top weight was given—with no 


respect to the rule concerning horses out 
of training—to the unbeaten filly Meld, 
winner of the One Thousand Guineas, 
Oaks, Coronation Stakes. and St. Leger. 
Second rank is shared by the Derby third, 
Acropolis, which ran second to Vimy in the 
King George VI and Queen Elizabeth 
Stakes. and the Derby second, Panaslipper. 
which won the Irish Derby but failed in his 
fall starts—second in the Scarbrough 
Stakes. third in the Champion Stakes. 
fourth in the Washington. D. C.. Inter- 
national. 

The French colt Hafiz. winner of the 
Prix de Guiche and Prix Greffulhe. ran 
3 times in England: eleventh in the Derby. 
first in the Queen Elizabeth If Stakes and 
Champion Stakes. beating the 4-year-old 
Darius and Panaslipper in the latter. Thus 
he has a good rating, which he shares with 
Nucleus. unlucky St. Leger second and 
winner of the King Edward VII Stakes 
and Jockey Club Stakes.

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classic horses in this handicap. She won 
6 big races and was second to Meld in the 
Oaks, the only time she was beaten. 

My Smokey was fifth in the Two Thous- 
and Guineas and third in the Queen Eliza- 
beth II Stakes. before winning the Select 
Stakes and Limekiln Stakes. True Cavali- 
er was fifth in the Derby and second in 
the King Edward VII Stakes. Daemon 
was fourth in the St. Leger. Prince Barle 
won the Gold Vase and Lowther Stakes. 
Manati beat Nucleus in the Gordon Stakes. 
Cardington King was fourth in the Derby 
and won the Newmarket St. Leger. Mar- 
wari is a handicapper. Cobetto won the 
Princess of Wales's Stakes. was fifth in the 
St. Leger. second in the Irish St. Leger. 
third in the Jockey Club Stakes. Bois 
Merida won 4 races. Alibi Il won 3 races 
and was second to Acropolis in’ the 
Voltigeur Sweepstakes. Hyperion Kid won 
the Ebor Handicap. Preamble was a good 
handicapper. Solarium was third in the 
Derby Trial Stakes. National Anthem was 
seventh in the Derby. 

As David Livingstone-Learmonth wrote 
in the Financial Times. “Our crop of three- 
year-old colts proved below the average. 
though the balance was redressed by those 
two excellent fillies. the brilliant Meld 
and the good and game Ark Royal.” 


A Change of Pace 


In the 2-vear-old Free Handicap the 
handicapper. G. H. Freer. took the liberty 
to rate the French winners of the leading 
2-year-old races. the Middle Park Stakes 
and Cheveley Park Stakes. He modified. 
however, the usual pattern for assigning 
the top weight. Since 1947 the top weight 
had been given 5 times to the winner of 
the Middle Park Stakes. twice to the win- 
ner of the Gimerack Stakes. and once to 
the winner of the Champagne Stakes. the 
most important 2-year-old races. But in 
1955 the top weight was conferred on a 
filly which ran in none of the big 2-year- 
old races, Star of India. 

No doubt this Star of India is an 
excellent filly. She was unbeaten in 5 
starts. but she did not race over distances 
of more than 5 furlongs. The sprinting 
filly might have been rated equal to the 
more important winners. but it seems very 
curious to find her 4 pounds over Buisson 
Ardent and Midget. 

Buisson Ardent. born in France. but half 
American, half Irish in ancestry. is un- 
beaten. having won 3 short races in France 
before beating Edmundo and Final Court 
in the Middle Park Stakes. 

The all-French Midget was second and 
third to Apollonia in France. before win- 
ning with the greatest ease the Cheveley 
Park Stakes from La Fresnes. 

Edmundo is the best English colt. win- 
ner of the July Stakes and second in the 
Middle Park Stakes. 

Third in the Middle Park Stakes after 
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a victorious beginning. Final Court shares 
the fifth rank with Rustam. winner of the 
National Breeders’ Produce Stakes and 
Champagne Stakes. 

The Irish filly Sarissa. Phoenix Plate 
winner in Ireland, had an easy victory in 
England over Vigo. third in the National 
Breeders’ Produce Stakes. 

Idle Rocks won the Woodcote Stakes and 
Gimerack Stakes. but was only third in 
the Houghton Stakes. Gilles de Retz was 
second in the Chesham Stakes and fourth 
in the Middle Park. Ratification won the 
Coventry Stakes and Richmond Stakes. He 
was then a deceiving third in the Gim- 
crack and an excellent third in the Dew- 
hurst Stakes. giving weight to the first 2. 

The Irish colt Milesian was second in 
the Richmond Stakes before winning the 
Imperial Produce Stakes. Gratitude. 
second to Edmundo in the July Stakes. 
won the New Stakes and shared third place 
in the Gimerack with Ratification. Spen 
Valley was a good second to Rustam in the 
Champagne Stakes and fifth in the Middle 
Park. 

The French filly Fiere won the Prix 
Robert Papin in France and was a close 
second to Idle Rocks in the Gimerack. The 
English filly La Fresnes proved the best 
of her sex in longer races by taking the 
Lowther Sweepstakes from Palvariva and 
Weeber. but she was trounced by Mid- 
get in the Cheveley Park. Monterey was 


second in the Woodcote Stakes. between 
Idle Rocks and Ratification. 

The first 6 horses in the 2-year-old Free 
Handicap belong to 6 different male lines; 
Fairway (Star of India). Man o’° War 
(Buisson Ardent). Tourbillon (Midget), 
Gainsborough (Edmundo). and Hurry On 
(Final Court). Fairway alone has 4 
descendants in the first sixteen. Gains. 
borough, Blandford. Tourbillon, and Hurry 
On are represented by 2 each. 

Among the 20 3-year-olds the Blandford 
and Gainsborough line have 5 names each, 
Pharos 4. St. Simon 3. This represents a 
comeback for the Gainsborough line, which 
had been eclipsed by Blandford last year, 
The Bend Or line seems to be receding, 
despite Fairway and Pharos. 

But the totals are misleading. as the best 
3-vear-olds are absent. Phil Drake. be- 
longs to Speculum line. Vimy to St. Simon, 
*Our Babu and Klairon to Tourbillon, 
Tamerlane to Blandford. 

To conclude. it is a pity to have such 
a good handicapper as Mr. Freer and such 
a good instrument of classification as the 
Free Handicaps. and still get such an in- 
correct view of the real results. In previous 
years foreign 2-year-olds were not rated 
at all. and it is a good thing they been 
rated in 1955. but it would be a greater 
improvement if Rule 52 were no longer 
used in making the Free Handicap.

Following is a summary of most of the 
discussion. 


Weight and Performance 


A South American country requires all 
horses to be weighed just prior to a race, 
and his weight is recorded for the public. 
The past performances include his weight 
at the time of race. Would not this 
procedure be worth a trial here? 

Said Cassidy: “Probably 10 or 12 years 
ago at Hialeah we installed a scale for 
the use of the horsemen. thinking that it 
might be of some value to them in train- 
ing their horses to know what they would 
weigh at the peak of their performances 
and how much a horse might lose in be- 
ink brought up to a race after he had 
been brought in from pasture... . The 
horsemen used it for a short time. but 
then the weeds grew up around it and you 
could hardly find the scales. However. 
last year when I worked at Hialeah I found 
that the horsemen had started to use it 
again quite freely.” 


Cassidy spoke of an article in) The 
Blood-Horse (issue of July 23. page 313): 
“Dr. Retamales speaks very highly of it 
and says they can tell |in Chile] within a 
margin of 8 kilos. one way or the other. at 
what weight a horse is at his best perform- 
ance. 


Dr. Catlett thought that horse 
“definitely has a racing weight... but I 


think a great deal of research would have 
to be done on it before you could arrive 
at any definite ideas.” . 

Gaver spoke of his experiences with 
weighing horses of Greentree Farm: “For 
about 6 years we have been weighing our 
horses. We try to weigh them about every 
6 weeks, and we have kept a record from 
the time they were yearlings until they left 
the racing stable. This year we haven't 
weighed the horses in the spring. because. 
for one thing, the scales broke down. Over 
a period of 5 or 6 years we kept a record 
of the weights with the idea that we 
might be able to find some guide as to the 
quality of the horses according to their 
weight. and frankly T have gone over those 
figures to try to figure out something. but 
I can’t make heads or tails out of it or 
draw any conclusion whatever.”

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Dunne said this was his question. He 
said he only was questioning “high pres- 
sure” brought on strangers to the business 
to buy expensive yearlings. “People buy 
all these expensive yearlings. and that’s 
the end. You never hear of them again. 
and next year there are some more fellows 
striking oil somewhere. I've been 
watching that process fora long time.” 

Hancock: “I've been talking since I’ve 
been up here with some of the Fasig-Tip- 
ton directors. and it seems to be a 
complaint against the sales companies that 
their catalogues do gild the lily a_ bit. 
Perhaps something can be done where all 
the produce of the first mare will be list- 
ed in chronological order, exactly what 
they did. and what the class of the races 
were. If that could be done I think it 
would do away with some of the objec- 
tions.” 


Cushions and Speed 


Does the current vogue of super-fast 
race tracks represent any menace to the 
health of the horse, and what can be done 
in general to make running surfaces 
better? 

“That's due to track management. isn't 
it?” said Widener. “They want to make 
records, they make tracks so they can do 
it.” 

Gaver said that safety should be the 
principal consideration. and he didn't 
think that whether a track was fast or slow 
in itself had a great deal to do with safety. 
“Some people have an idea because a track 
is very. very deep and slow it is safer 
than a track that is fast. I think that the 
track itself should be kept in the safest 
possible condition at all times. If the 
track is naturally fast. the track man 
ought to know you have to have the proper 
cushion.” The Greentree trainer also felt 
that some racing associations and track 
publicity offices put too much emphasis 
on broken track records. 

Rutchick thought a 2-inch cushion would 
make a track safe. Burke liked 21% 
inches, because. for one thing, it didn’t 
hold the water as deeper tracks did. 

Arcaro said the depth of cushion had 
nothing to do with speed. “Delaware one 
year was lightning fast. and it must have 
had a 6-inch cushion.” 

Robb agreed that composition of the 
cushion was important. At Belmont Park, 
the following percentages are insisted up- 
on: 86 per cent sand, 4 per cent silt, 5 
per cent organic matter, and the rest clay. 

Cassidy asked Dr. Catlett if he hadn’t 
kept a record on lame horses. 

“Yes, we have for many years kept such 
records. We always keep a record of all 
the horses that pull up lame on the various 
tracks. I think it’s very definite that you 
have to strike a happy medium. You take 
a real hard track. you get more fractures. 
more lameness. more soreness. On_ the 
deep tracks you definitely get more broken- 
down horses.” 
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Gushen thought that tumbling track 
records were welcomed by management 
and publicity offices at some tracks, but 
Clay said that no publicity department in 
the U.S. wanted a fast track for records 
“From the standpoint of the pub- 
licity office.” Clay said. “we would rather 
have our box-office horses remain sound.”

Scale of Weights 


Should riding weights be raised? Is 
the scale of weights too low? 


Cassidy said the NASRC several years 
ago recommended clevating the scale of 
weights throughout the country. and New 
York adopted a rule providing that there 
would be no race in which the weights 
were more than 6 pounds below the scale

where a 2- or 3-year-old met older horses.” 

Said Frank Kilroe: “All I can remember 
is our experience with that resolution. 
Everybody got behind it before, and they 
all were going to do something about it, 
but nobody did. It doesn’t do any good to 
say that you'll put a rule through that no 
race will start more than 6 pounds below 
the scale for allowances. because you can 
always put in a couple of dummy allow- 
ances that everybody gets. and start from 
there. Its a matter of convention more 
than any rule that can be put in to be 
enforced. If the associations were willing 
to get behind it, I’m sure the secretaries 
would be. I know that out in the Mid- 
west horsemen are much more weight- 
conscious than they are here in the East. 
You see a lot of handicaps out there start 
at 118 pounds highweight and go down 
from there just because horsemen have it 
in their heads that if you get over 110 
pounds you’re sunk. I think it would be 
much better for racing to keep our good 


riders in action longer, as they do over- 
seas. You can make more interesting 
races and get better race riders.” 

Jacobs and Hirsch thought that a little 
more weight wouldn’t hurt the horses. 

Said Vanderbilt: “I think a lot of handi- 
caps would be better off if we could work 
out some kind of a way where your top 
weight automatically would be say 126 or 
130. and if your top weights didn’t go 
you'd slide up and you'd let a lot of other 
horses in. You'd stop the necessity of 
having to put 135 or 140 on horses like 
High Gun or Helioscope to bring them 
back to the other horses.” 

Said Arcaro: “I don’t think there’s any- 
thing wrong with the scale weights. [ 
think it’s the handicapper and the allow- 
ances he gives in those cheap races. | 
was in Chicago one year. and in all those 
cheap races there wasn’t a horse that | 
could ride. I got the riders together and

I said. ‘Don’t you think we ought to go to 
Mr. Kilroe and have him raise these 
weights a little bit?’

The Time of Day 


Some horsemen are complaining about 
the rule requiring them to name their 
jockeys by 1 or 2 o'clock of the day before 
the race. Has the rule proved of value? 


Gaver said that the rule had come in 
disfavor because frequently it meant that 
owners and trainers were not allowed late 
changes in order to get the best jockeys 
available. 

Brady, O’Brien, and E. Kilroe agreed 
with the newspapermen that the rule was 
a good one for public relations. Vander- 
bilt thought the rule wasn’t important

Problem of Purses 


Would not racing be better served by 
lowering the minimum purses and graduat- 
ing the overnight purses, giving more 
money for the better horses? 

Said Frank Kilroe: “I’m convinced that 
our minimum in New York is too high 
for the amount of money we have avail- 
able for overnight distribution. We work- 
ed out some figures on that. Just take a 
sampling of the month of May at Belmont. 
We checked every horse that finished in 
the money and found that horses that ran 
in allowance races in that month averaged 
$1.778. Horses which ran from $12.500 
down to $10.000 made $1,733. the 
cheapest horses we had, which ran for 
$5,000 or less. made $1,390 in that same 
month. There’s a difference there of 
$380 a month between the horse that runs 
for $3,500 and the horse which is worth 
$35.000.” 

Cassidy said that “one track operating 
in New Jersey is doing just what this 
question asks. . . . remember one day 
they had a race at Garden State for horses 
of the same caliber that were running in 
New York. Their purse was $10.000. and 
our purse was about $5,000. All the horses 
which started in the race in New Jersey 
came from New York. and [ don’t think 
our race filled. ... Well. that’s proof that 
the way to have the good horses run is to 
give them a sizeable purse to run for.” 

“Is that true of our purses at Belmont?” 
asked Widener. “Don’t we give more for 
the better type horse?” 

“[ think it’s particularly applicable at 
Belmont. You have the $3.500 minimum. 
and you don’t have as many races of that 
type. The better horses can get more in 
Jersey than they can at Belmont.” said 
Cassidy. 

Said Kilroe: “We figured out that dur- 
ing the Arlington Park meeting, in the 
36 days they raced. they gave away almost 
$300,000 more than the comparable meet- 
ing in New York for those dates. And yet 
they kept $750.000 more just out of their 
mutuel revenue. So they gave away $300.- 
000 more and still had $750,000 more 
left. Since we have a limited bankroll I 
think we should think about using it more 
effectively.” 


How Much for Stakes? 


Would not racing be better served by 
eliminating a fair number of the minor 
stakes and spreading the stakes money 
among the better-grade overnight races? 

Cassidy interpreted a minor stakes as 
anything for $15,000 or less. A good over- 
night would attract better horses than a 
stakes of comparable value. 

“I think we are handing too much of 
our money to the same horses. putting on 
too many of our races for the same horses. 
and as they wear out we wind up with

To Geld or Not 


Should the gelding allowance be rein- 
stated? 

Cassidy explained that the question had 
been raised as a possible aid to discourage 
the breeding of bad horses. 

Frank Kilroe said that “maybe what we 
ought to think of is over a period of time 
to establish a rule that no entire horse can 
run for less than $5,000. I think we ought 
to make people cut horses. With 
existing stock it could be established as a 
custom, say, starting with a 2-year-old year. 
that when those horses became 3 they 
couldn’t run for less than $5,000. if they 
were still horses.” He agreed that such a 
proposal would require “national ap- 
proval.” 

Dunne didn’t see why The Jockey Club 
had to register foals simply because “a 
fellow gets a couple of mares and a stallion 
and he’s in business.” 

Drymon would have gelding allowances 
or stakes for geldings only. 

Said Hancock: “Another way to handle 
it might be to increase the registration fee 
to The Jockey Club and turn that money 
over to public relations. It seems to me 
that if a horse is worth breeding and rais- 
ing he is worth $50 to register.” 

Reineman seconded Hancock’s sugges- 
tion.

Could not a rule be formulated that 
would make a jockey engagement binding 
on both employer and jockey unless can- 
celed by either party by 72 or 48 hours 
before a race, except in case of emergency 
acceptable to the stewards? 

Eddie. as a jockey, 
think a rule such as that would be valu- 
able to jockeys. owners. trainers? 
That an engagement be binding unless 
cancellation is approved by the stewards?”

Why don't associations or commissions 
engage men to make official charts so that 
racing, like baseball, may keep its own 
records?

Said Connors: “I know one thing you 
are going to do—throw a lot of guys out 
of a job.” 

Ortell: “I think under the present 
system it has worked out very well. 

Connors: “Any papers can get the charts 
from our organization at nominal cost.” 

Cassidy: “Yes. but the programs could- 
n't get them, could they?” 

Dunne: “They get it in Mexico City. 
They have a race track there. and the 
program has the past performances.”

Points of No Return 


Should a claim be allowed or voided if 
a horse in a claiming race is scratched on 
the track or at the starting gate for reasons 
such as lameness, running off, injury, etc., 
and a claim has been deposited for that 
particular horse? At what point should 
ownership transfer when there is a claim 
in for a horse in a claiming race? 

It was Cassidy’s opinion that a horse 
should be considered a starter only after 
the starting gate springs open in front of 
him: and if he is prevented from racing. 
for example. because the stall door fails 
to open and the owner is prevented from 
having any reward from his entry in the 
race, it is not fair that he should lose the 
horse on a claim. Jacobs agreed. 

Inglis said that Midwest racing com- 
missioners had given a lot of thought to 
the question, and it was their view that 
a horse should change ownership when 
he left the paddock. “One of the impor- 
tant arguments. . . was the fact that there 
might be a chance for connivance between 
the man who knew his horse was going to 
be claimed and the veterinarian at the 
starting gate in order to get him scratched 
so that he wouldn't be claimed.”
